OF THE ORGANISATION AND DISTRICT GOVERNOR, 
IN A SPEECH BEFORE THE HONG KONG ROTARY 
CLUB AT ITS WEEKLY MEETING AT THE GLOUCES- 
TER HOTEL YESTERDAY. 


Dr. Wang. himself a veteran 
and well-known figure in Chi- 
nese ‘politics, and « staunch 
member of China’s Nationalist 
Party, the Kuomintang, declar- 
ed: "I have been a strong Na- 
tionalist for over 40 yedry but 
I am willing ‘to sacrifice part of 
my nationalism in order to get 
internationalism in the world.” 

One of the largest gathering 
sinee the club's revival was pre- 
sent, including Maj.-Gen. I’, W.

Dr. Wang was the first district 
governor-to~have -so-many-clubs- 
under him, , : 

Peace Or ‘War 

‘Dr. Wang said.that the sub- 
ject he ..had. chosen. was one 
which was. in the minds and 
hearts of. not: only 
here or anywhere else but to 
all peoples of the Yorld — tho 
question of whether there will 
But for the 
purpose of his speech he would 
call it “Nationalism versus In- 
ternationalism”. : 

Nationalism, sald tle speak- 
er, was something to be proud 
of; something to ‘be cherished. 
"It asked of us-to give the best 
to the nation and, some’ time, 
even asked of our very life, i! 
and when necessary,” said Dr. 
Wang, adding that a common 
feature of all nationalism was 
that evecy: country thinks it is 
the biggest, the. best and most 
clvilised in the world. 


According to. Dr. Wang each |- 


and every country had its. owa 
particular brand of ,national- 
ism, China herself, he sald, 
with-her old * history thought 
she was the .:.very root from 
which clvilisation spread, and 
from his travels ‘all over the 
country the speaker could not 
put think that China.was real-.

This, said the speaker, sas’ the 
cause of. World War I and 
World War II. 
. Deprecating wars, Dr. Wang 
sald both defeated and victor 
nations suffer tremendous los- 
ses-in lives and property, and 
pointed to China, in particular, 
and other nations, as example 
of the truth of this saying. 

Speaking on the efforts df 
nations to preserve peace after 
each war, Dr. Wang said the 
firat effort to organise a world- 
wide organisation was made 
after the Napoleonic War and, 
Inter, after World War I, th 
League of Nations was formed. 
That this had failed was cb- 
vious, because in less than 20 
years war was started in China 
and later spread’ all over the 
world, 

Reasons, For, Failure 

Why -vas the League of Nb- 
tions « failure? asked Dr. 
Wang, who went on to give 
three reasons for its failure. 

In the first place, the stated 
men who gathered in Paris and 
signed the Treaty of Versailles 
‘made, in the speaker's opinion, 
a “terrible mistake” in putting 
the League of Nations Consti- 
tution beside that Treaty, “A 
treaty which {s made for all 
nations will never satisfy every- 
body,” he said,: - *
